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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-3, 5, 8, 10-11,4, 6-7, 9 and 12-16 (renumbered as 1-16, respectively) 
are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The invention as now claimed is not disclosed or rendered obvious in view of the 
prior art of record. As to claims 1 , 12 and 16, the prior art of record fails to teach or 
suggest, alone or in combination, the recited mast head unit that comprises a second 
power level detector coupled to a transmit signal line for outputting a second power 
level signal, said second power level detector having means for transmitting the second 
power level signal to a ground-based equipment, wherein the second power level signal 
is based upon the amount of the attenuation as set forth in claim 1 ; and power level 
detection means for determining transmit signal power level at a first location or a pre- 
amplifier and at a second location or a high power amplifier, and feed back means for 
feeding back the transmit signal power level from the second location or the high power 
amplifier to the first location or the pre-amplifier as set forth in claims 1 2 and 1 6.
